President  Talks 
At  Assembly  of 
Pre-Mortal  Life

“Only  as  God  reveals  about 
our  pre-earth  life  through  the 
prophets  can  we  understand  it,’ 
William  E.  Berrett  told  students 
at  Tuesday  Devotional  Assem 
bly. 

Berrett,  religious  education 
head  for  the  Unified  School 
System  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
pointed  out  that  his  topic  “might 
startle  and  capture  some  audi- 
ences but  to  LDS  people  it  is 
commonplace.”  He  then  quoted 
from  the  scriptures  showing  the 
validity  of  LDS  beliefs  in  the 
pre-life  state. 

The  noted  Church  leader  and 
author  also  read  from  the  works 
of  several  poets  and  writers 
pointing  out  that  men  of  other 
philosophies  have  pondered  the 
nature  of  life  and  man’s  begin- 
ning. 

The  Doctrine  and  Covenants 
statement  “that  man  was  from 
the  beginning  is  revealed  to 
them  and  they  receive  not  the 
lite,”  was  also  used. 

“Fore-ordination,  and  not  pre- 
destination is  the  belief  of  LDS 
people”  Berrett  reminded.  He 
told  of  God’s  teachings  to  Abra- 
ham the  prophet  to  clarify  this 
point  Great  leaders  were  set 
apart  in  the  pe-existence  but 
they  still  have  their  free  agency.

Loves  Republic 

Brutus,  because  he  loves  the 
Roman  republic  even  better 
than  he  loves  Caesar,  reluctant- 
ly joins  the  conspirators,  who 
murder  Caesar  in  the  Senate 
House. 

In  a great  speech  over  Caesar’s 
body,  Marc  Antony  so  infur- 
iates the  people  against  the  as- 
sassins that  they  are  driven  from 
Rome,  where  a triumvirate  of 
Octavius,  Antony  and  Ledipus  is 
formed. 

Brutus  and  Cassius  go  to  Asia 
Minor  and  join  forces  at  Sardis. 
Brutus  accuses  Cassius  of  accep 
ting  bribes,  and  there  is  a quar- 
rel followed  by  a reconciliation 
and  the  news  of  the  death  of 
Portia,  Brutus’  wife.  At  Philippi 
in  Macedonia  in  42  B.C.  they 
meet  the  forces  of  Antony  and 
Octavius  and  are  defeated.

The  two-month  old  bubble  machine  cliche  of  “won- 
derful, wonderful"  is  inadequate  for  describing  the  feeling 
that  football  fans  at  Brigham  Young  University  get  every 
time  their  beloved  Cougars  take  to  the  field  in  1957  foot- 
ball wars. 

NEED  ADJECTIVES 

But  it  will  do  until  some  more  appropriate  adjectives 
can  be  found  to  dub  Coach  Hal  Kopp's  winning  edition 
of  varsity  cleaters  at  the  Hilltop  school.. 

It's  the  feeling  expressed  and  talk  you  hear  around 
campus  as  partisans  wait  for  another  weekend  game. 

Cougars,  who  presently  hold  a.  3-1-1  Skyline  confer- 
ence record — good  enough  for  a second  place  behind  the 
University  of  Utah  Redskins — have  a chance  to  make 
their  best  conference  showing  since  1932. 

That  edition  of  the  Cat  team  picked  up  a 7-1  record 
under  Coach  Ott  Romney. 

- Since  then  the  “good  times”  have  been  few  and 
far  between  for  Provo’s  football  fans.  In  1938  and  1941 
Cougars  tied  for  second  place  in  the  newly  organized  Sky- 
line loop  and  picked  up  fourths  in  1939,  1940  and  1946. 
In  ’48,  ’50,  ’51  and  52  Cats  landed  in  fifth  place  and

Arizona  University  found  out  that  Brighams  would 
have  a contending  team  in  1957  when  they  were  held  to 
a 14-14  deadlock  at  Tucson,  The  Brigham  bandwagon  was 
filling  up. 

OFF  BANDWAGON 

The  “good-time  Charlies"  hopped  off  the  bandwagon 
when  Kansas  State  handed  Cats  36-7  defeat,  only  to  start 
scuffling  for  a good  seat  when  Cougars  humbled  Montana 
’Tips  20-7.  The  cheering  could  be  heard  in  Rock  Canyon. 

The  fair-weather  friends  start  making  like  wolves  after 
the  annual  slaughter  by  the  University  of  Utah. 

On  October  19  Cougars  started  an  exodus,  this  time  in 
an  opposite  direction,  to  what  they  had  been  accustmed  to.
